• The  Parallel  Universe  Offender  Management  System  was  a 
national  semi-finalist  for  the  prestigious  Innovations  in  American 
Government  Award  from  the  Kennedy  School  of  Government  and 
the  Ford  Foundation  in  partnership  with  the  Council  for  Excellence 
in  Government. 

• Since  1993,  state  employee  teams  have  been  recognized  for 
extraordinary  initiative  with  the  Governor’s  Award  for  Quality  and 
Productivity.  DOC’s  2000  win  brings  to  eight  the  number  of  times 
the  Department  has  been  distinguished  with  this  award  in  eight  years.
